HIGHER RATE TO PREVAIL 


Treasury: Would Apply Tax 
Yielding Greater Return in 
‘Individual Cases.

New. Schedule Based .on English 
System—No Change Made in 
’ Transportation. Tax.

WASHINGTON, July’-29.—There will 
be a war profits tax, based upon the 
English system, as well as an excess 
profits tax, written into the $8,000,000,- 
000 War Revenue bill, in all probability, 
said Representative Henry T, Rainey, 
who taday acted as Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, which is 
preparing the measure. Mr. Kitchin, the 
Chairm4n, is slightly ill.

Mr. Rainey said many corpo~ 
tations were making leas fhoney thes | 
before the war, and therefore 
ist: hs tab brea 'es tik MmMGe Chie Seas | 
lish system as under the excess profits 
plan based upon. capital. Many of the 
larger cprporations made more money 
frist. prior to the war than since, be- 
ca the. price-fixing .system has re- 
duced their profits. On the other hand, 
a vast number of small corporations 
have made greater . profit, since the 
war, and an excess profits tax based 
on, capital would not. give as large a 
revenue. to the Government as a tax on 
the war profits. 

The Ways and “Megns Committee, 
Mr. Rainey said, was seriously: con- 
sidering writing the two systems into 
the bill and authorizing the Treasury 
Department to elect which system to 
impose in each case. In other words, 
the Treasury Department would be em- 
powered to decide whether the excess 
profits tax, ranging from 30 to 8 per 
cent., or the war profits tax should be 
levied. 

The committee has already tentatively 
agreed to the following excess profit 
tax: 

A specific exemption of $2,000 plus 
10 per cent. on the amount of invested 
capital and upon the rates as follows: 
Thirty per cent, upon the net income 
in exceas of exemptions and not in 
excess of 20 per cent. of the .net in- 
como; 50 per cent. upon the net income 
in excess of 20 per cent. and not in 
- excess of 25 per cent.; 80 per cent. on 
the net income in excess of 25 per cent, 

..The EngMNsh war profits tax, now un- 
der consideration, would be superim- 
posed.on the excess profits tax in such a 
way that the taxpayer would be re- 
quired to pay whichever tax was higher, 
It embodies these ideas: ‘‘ Sixty to 80 
per cent. on the. difference. between 
the average percentum of profits for 
tue pest four of the six years (to be 
selected by the corporation) 1911, 1912, 
1913, 1914,-1915, and .1916, and the prof-

May Rewrite War Profits Tax. 

The above is not acceptable to major- 
ity sentiment in the committee, and it 
is believed that the war profits tax will 
be entirely rewritten. It was said to- 
day that the tax might reach as high 
as 80 per cent. Nothing will be done by 
the committee in respect to this alter- 
native tax until.a complete report.as to 
Ww. profits and profiteering has been 
received from.the Treasury Department.

' *\ Lineoln’s Letter. 

Dear Madam—I have been 
shown in the ‘files of the War

ously on the field of battle. I 
feel how weak and fruitless must 
be any words of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you

died to. save. I pray that our 
Heavenly Father may assuage,

OUR CONVOYS TOO STRONG 


All These Factors Make Hazard 
for Submarines Too Great— 
Denies Failure of U-Boats. 


AMBTERDAM, July 29.—The Chief of 
the German Admiralty Staff, . Admiral 
von Holtzendorff, has explained to the 
Cologne Gazette; to the best of his abil- 
ity, the reason why German U-boats are 
not sinking American transports. 

He saya that owing to the many points 
of debarkation that are at the disposal 
of the Americans from = the North. of 
Scotland to the Mediterranean, the ir- 
regularity of the coming of the trans- 
ports, and the strong destroyer guards 
which accompany them, it is inexpedient 
for the U-boats to lurk off all these har- 
bors on the, chance of getting a shot at 
them. The real object of. the U-boats, 
adds the Admiral, is to reduce enemy 
cargo space, for on ‘thtsdepends the 
ability of the-Allies to continue the war. 

In explaining why so few American 
transports have been sunk the German 
Chief of Staff said: 

Convoys Come In Irregularly. 

**The Americans have at their dis- 
posal for debarkation the coastal region 
from the northern point of Scotland to 
the French Mediterranean ports, “with 
dozens of debarkation places. Must we 
put our. boats to’lurk off these harbors 
on the chance of getting shot at by the 
strongly guarded convoys of fast Ameri- 
can transports? The convoys do not 
come with the regularity and frequency 
of railway trains at a big railway sta- 
tion, but irregularly, with long inter- 
ruptiohs, and often by niznt and in fog. 

‘* When one remembers all that, one 
realizes what little prospect of success 
it offers to set the U-boats sevccinty 
at American transports. .

Asks Reichstag to Punish 
* German Chiefs in 1914. 


NATION REDUCED TO ‘SHAME? 


Wants Bethmann. Hollweg Ar- 
rested — Fears. “Damning 
Judgment” of the Future.

The London. Daily Express.)—Captain 

von Beerfelde, who was recently prose- 

cuted for. spreading the Lichnowsky 
memoirs in Germany but who for some 
mysterious reason has been set free, has 
sent a remarkable petition to\the Reich-

‘The Reichstag must decide that 
Germany's leaders in 1914 must be 
ruthlessly prosecuted,’” he déclares, 
“for they were guilty of the most 

criminal forgery and the most abomi- 
nable swindle. .They aré traitors and 

criminals. I also demand the arrest 
of Bethmann Hollweg. Should — the 

Reichstag refuse -to take these wishes 
into consideration it will be sure to 
incur the most damning judgment of 
all. future German generations.”’ 
Captain von Beerfelde, whom.the-war 
has turned into a pacifist, fought brave- 
ly and won the first-class tron cross. He 
admits that his eyes ‘were opened to 
many terrible truths by the Lichnowsky 
memoirs and now demands that’ the 
Reichstag shall interfere and inquire 
into the crimes committed by German 
statesmen in the Summer of 1914 with 
the sole object of bringing about the 
world war. 
The full text of von Beerfelde’s peti- 
tion is not published. Only .short ex- 
tracts are supplied in Die Wahrheit, a 
weekly journal published by Wilhelm 
Briihn, a National Liberal member of 
the Reichstag, but its contents are easy 
to guess from the sentences quoted. It 
bears the title “A Necessary Rectifica- 

tion of tne First German waite Paper,” 

and cnds: 

“Should the Reichstag refuse tu také 
all this into ‘consideration I would then 
ask for. my family’s passports-to Switz- 
erland; because free men can no longer 
live in the German Fatherland and 
because we do not want to be made 
responsible before history for Gérmany’s 
‘present shame and dishonor.”’ 

Few papers dare publish extracts. It 
is asked: Wh: is this dangerous lu- 
natic allowed to run «bout free?’’ The 
editor of Wie Wahrheit himself urges 
the Government to lock up the talkative 
Captain before it is too late.

One of the reasons advanced for ‘the 
reputed Bulgarian desire to avoid a 
conflict with the United States was that 
many Bulgarians had. received their 
education in this. country, and a-.kindly 
feeling for America and Americans ex- 
isted throughout the Bulgerian nation. 
It was said even that Bulgarian troops 
had refused to take their places with 
German troops on the western front be- 
cause they could not be /pnduced to fight 
the United: States.

The German withdrawal is going 
much ‘faster than the high command 
expected. The retreat was forced 
s0 strongly that hundreds of tons of 
ammunition were left behind yes- 
terday by the fleeing Huns. While 
the Germans withdraw on a regular 
line of flight it. cannot be rightly 
called a rout, but the pressure of the 
Americans yesterday played havoc 
with the Crown Prince’s retreat. 
We. occupied Seringes-et-Nesles, 
Sergy, and Ronchéres. There is some 
doubt if any chapter of our fighting 
reached the «thrills of our charge 
across the Ourcq yesterday. Amer- 
icans of indomitable spirit met a 
veritable hell of machine guns, shells, 
‘gas; and bombs in a strong position, 
and broke through with such violence 
that they made a salient jutting into 
the enemy line beyond what the 
schedule called for. One has heard 
for many years of the fighting qual- 
ities of the American unit which led 
the charge. It has added greatly to 
its glory. One is notnow permitted 
to name this unit, but the story will 
get back home, for it cannot die. 
‘Enemy in Strong Positions. 

‘ Saturday’s withdrawal of the Ger- 
‘mans before our never-lessening 
pressure took them at midnight 
across. the river and into strong 
hilled positions on the northern bank. 
There they placed many hundreds of 
machine guns ranging on the river, 
and trained their artillery to™ lay 
down barrages on the stream. Two 
fresh Guard divisions were placed in 
front of ‘the Americans, and the 
bridges were destroyed behind the 
fleeing foe. At midnight the enemy 
thoght he hada new line.

Retreat All Along the Line. 


By this time Americans were 
across the river in a dozen places. 
By noon they had captured Sergy, 
and two hours later had Seringes. 
The Germans then began a with- 
drawal all along’ the line they had 
expected to hold. It was the first 
charge of the Americans which had 
broken them. The German machine 
gunners in the trees were killed and 
the others fled. We brought back 
a few prisoners. That the Germans 
intended to stand here is shown by 
pile after pile of ammunition we 
found where the guns had been hur- 
tiedly pulled out. 

Never have the Americans done 
hotter fighting. Never did they show 
to better advantage. Never djd the 
Hun fight nastier.

AMERICANS DEFEAT 
PRUSSIAN GUARDS 


Also Beat Off Bavarian Division 
Harled Against Them as 
Desperate Measure. 


- WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON 

THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, July 
29, (Associated Press.)—The Amer- 
fean troops tonight still held the apex 
of their advance, won after a struggle 
with the Germans in which the oppos- 
ing lines moved forward and backward 
time and again, Sergy, on the north 
bank of the Ourcq, changing hands 
six times. 

The Crown Prince of Germany and 
hia Generals paid the Americans a 
great compliment in bringing up 
against them two of their best divis- 
fons, the 4th Guards and Bavarians, 
They had been held in reserve, pre- 
sumably for the operation. They had 
been délayed, and reached the army 
north of the Marne on Saturday, nigh 
Tey moved through the re “+ 
miain body yesterday, and came into 
the action early today. They did not 
replace any of the German troops al- 
ready in the line, but served as rein- 
forcements. 

The first efforts of the guards and 
Bavarians were partly successful and 
the Americans were forced to with- 
@raw from Sergy and a few other po- 
sitions, including Seringes-et-Neslés. 
But the Germans could not force thé 
main body across the river. The 
stream is narrow and shallow, and 
gome detachments of Americans at 
times were driven back, but always 
there remained enough Americans on. 
the north bank to check the German 
rushes, and in every instan the 
Americans returned to the fray with 
great spirit. 

It was a veteran American division, 
and today’s opposition to the terrific 
onslaught made against it justified the 
confidence of the staff that it was 
more than equal to anything that the 
Crown Prince had to offer. 

The Germans were not content with 
the stubborn resistance ‘which has 
characterized their fighting so much 
lately. Artillery supplemented the 
machine guns and infantry, and the 
trained guard and Bavarians began 
their work in a manner reflecting 
their confidence. 

In the repeated changes in position 
both sides émployed all the tactics of 
modern warfare. After artillery 
preparation direct advances sometimes 
were made; at other times enveloping 
movements were tried. 

With the Americans there operated 
a few light French armored motor 
cars which 4id brilliant work in rush- 
ing the line, at times their guns re- 
plying point-blank to those of the 
Germans,

Captain John P. Hur- 
ley, who heads Company K, and is re- 
ferred to in the cablegram, lives at 119

Dispatches received in New York yes- 
terday show that Lieutenant Patrick 
Dowling, 170 West. Ninety-eighth 
Street, was also one of the first to 
cross the river. According to these 
accounts, young Dowling said he just 
waded through, shook the water off, 
and went for an enemy machine gun 
detachment.

MARNE VALLEY SHOWS 
WAR IN ITS HORROR 


Rack ahd Ruin Left Behind With 
the Passing of Successive 
Battle Tides.

Here, too, the French had first 
crossed on a footbridge, hurriedly 
constructed from German material, 
when a week’s heroic resistance had 
forced the Kaiser’s best troops to 
swift retreat.

General told me how his chasseurs 
had withstood the shock of Prince 
Eitel’s guards and a crack Saxon 
division as he traced on the map 
the battle against double odds from

NEW ENGLAND MEN PRAISED. 


French Report Lauds Their Fight+ 
ing Qualities Displayed in Battle. 
Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHENGTON, July 20.—High praise 
for the fighting qualities and services 
of an American armiy division, probably 
the 26th National Guard Division, from 
New Bngland, commanded by Major 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, is contained 
in an official French cablegram re- 
ceived this afternoon. The 26th Divi- 
sion is @ part of the First Army Corps, 
in which are included the ist and'?d Di- 
visions of regulars, the 42d, 41st, and 
82d Divisions, who have been engaged 
in the fighting in the Solssohs-Marne 
salient.

follows: 

“An official report from the first 
commandant gives detailed infofmation 
about the part played from the 18th to 
the 25th of July by an American divi- 
sion composed for the greater part of 
recruits from Boston, Mass. The fol- 
lowing are some particularly interesting 
pas&ageés of the long report, which first 
of all testifies that the ardor of these 
soldiers was so great that it was nec- 
essary to restrain them at times. 

‘On the 20th of July, in order to freé 
Monthieres and the Petret Woods, still 
strongly occupied by the Germans, se- 
vere combats were délivered by the 
Frénch troops on the left.

WITH ‘THE FRENCH ARMY IN’ 
(FRANCE, July 29, (Associated 
\Pess.)—The allied foces pushed on 
\beyond Fére-en- Tardenois - ‘this morn- 
jing and maintained their positions 
everywhere in the face of strong Ger- 
‘man counterattacks. 


There was very severe hand-to- 
hand fighting in the streets of Fére- 
en-Tardenols yesterday, but the Allies 
eventually obtained the upper hand. 

After conquéring this town, the 
Allies next had before them the diffi- 
cult task of crossing the River Ourcq 
in the face of the strongest German 
fire. . Happily the river is running 
low just now, for-not a bridge was left 
intact. The Allies succeeded in over- 
coming all-obstacles and won a foot- 
hold on the. northern bank. 

An extremely violent artillery duel 
was in progress this morning north 
of the Ourcq as far as Soissons. In 
the sector south of the Ourcq .the 
guns also were busy. 

The eastern wing of the front was 
comparatively quiet early today ex- 
ceptfor artillery fire. During last 
night and this morning the Germans 
launched thousands of shells into the 
valleys of the Marne and the Ardre. 

Near Romigny and Bligny the Allies 
got over the Dormans-Rheims main 
road last night. 

The ‘advance here called for the 
greatest precautions because of the 
huge number of enemy machine ‘guns 
undercover of the small woods in this 
region. Further east the Allies are 
beyond the wooded country and on the 
plateau. 

The enemy seemed determined for 
the moment to hold his line from 
Ville-en-Tardenois to the Ourcq. 

Fighting is still in. progress for the 
mastery of Ville-en-Tardenois, but the 
Allies are gradually gaining the as- 
cendency here. They are established 
in the southern portion of the town, 
having beaten off all efforts of the 
Germans to dislodge them. 

In taking Cohette Wood, further 
south, the Allies captured two field 
guns, two six-inch cannon, and much 
ammunition. 

Near the centre of the allied line in 
the region north of the Riz Forest 
there were some furious combats, 
which lasted several hours and re- 
sulted .in the Allies gaining posses- 

ton ot Ch voisy. Then Roncheres

alry -patrols came into action in the 
Meuntére Wood and at Villers-Agron- 
Aiguizy. 

All along this part of the line the 
enemy threw great quantities of gas 
shells, the fumes of .which remained 
in the woods a long time. 





HOLDS DESPERATELYTO PIVOTS 


Germans Realize the Necessity of 
Keeping Allies Back 5n Flanks.

PARIS, July 29.—The brevity of the 
afternoon communiqué must not be un- 
derstced as indicating that the German 
retreat is slowing down, or that the 


enemy has been able to re-establish his 
line of defense between Soissons and 
Rheims. ° 

Every yard of road north of the Ourcq 
and the only railway, which is that run- 
ning from Fére-en-Tardenois to Ba- 
zoches, is under heavy fire from the 
allied guns, but the enemy is still mak- 
ing strong efforts to extricate his troops 
from the trap in which Foch caught 
them. 

The problem before the allied com- 
manders consists in devising means to 
bring about a reduction of the two 
pivots of the German defensive line 
formed by the positions he helds’south 
of Soissons and south of Rheims. So 
long as the Germans can, succeed in 
holding these positions, they can pre- 
vent the retreat being transformed into 
a disaster. 

By far the more important of the two 


Pivots is that formed by the triangle of |. 


country lying between the road from 
Soissons to Oulchy and the Aisne, which 
the Germans ‘aré defending with dea- 
perate energy. They evidently regard 
the maintenance of this bastion as vital 
to the ultimate security of their troops 
still _painfully withdrawing from the 
depths. of -the salient. 

Fresh troops are being constantly 
thrown into battle in this sector against 
the troops of General Mangin. The con- 
tinued advance of Degoutte’s army 
northward from the Aidre, however, in- 
dicates the possibility of the creation of 
@ new allied pocket between the Ourcq 
end the Vesle. Degoutte’s advance fur- 
ther appears likely to turn the triangu- 
lar bastion, the whole western side of 
which is so closely besieged by Mangin. 
The situation here is one which may 
soon become interesting.

It is one thing 
for military students to minimize the 
value of territory in relation to the out- 
come of ‘the war. It is another for the 
public, for the army behind the army, 
to absorb this point of view and credit 
it with the importance it merits.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—An official 
dispatch from Berne, received . today, 
indicated that the German Admiralty 
is seeking to reassure the German 
people concerriing the campaign con- 
ducted. by German. U-boats, but is hay- 
ing a ‘difficult time explaining why sub- 
marines-have not: been able to halt the 
movement of American troopships to 
France. 

The’ dispatch stated that the many al- 
lusions made in the German press to 
the presence of more than a million 
American soldiers‘in France, combined 
with figures showing a diminution in 
the tonnage sunk by boats in June, 
have brought German public opinion to 
the conclusion that the submarine cam- 
paign has resulted in failure. In an 
effort to reassure the public, Admiral 
von Holtzendorff, Chief of the German 
Naval Staff, gave a statement to the 
Berlin representatives of the . Strass- 
burger Post and the Koelnische Zeitung, 
‘which the Wolff Agency.reports as fol- 
lows: 

‘« The- Chief of the Admiralty realizes 
that the Entente has now considerably 
more tonnage at its disposal, thanks to 
the requisitioning of neutral tonnage, 
but the situation remains favorable to 
Germany.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—A readjust- 
ment of the several combatant branches 
of the United States: Army in the inter- 
est of co-ordination and unity will soon 
be announced ky the War Department. 
Secretary Baker today declined to com- 
ment on the new plan other than to say 
that’. announgement would ‘be made 
shortly by General March; the Chief of 
the Genera] Staff.

Winston Churchill Announces That 
Committee Will Be Named at 
_ Once to Study. Conditions. 





. LONDON, July.20:—At a mass meet- 
Ing today the strikers in the Coventry 
munition plants decided to resume work 
immediately. - : 

The meeting passed a.resolution ac- 
cepting the Government’s offer of a 
committee inquiry and agreeing to ‘’ re- 
sume work férthwith on the understand- 
ing that the committee will ‘sit imme- 
diately and will include local repre- 
sentatives of the union; also that the 
Government will withhold its threat- 
ened action regarding calling up notices 
and that no victimization of individuals 
takes place.”’ 

Acting on a resolution passed by 1 their 
colleagues yesterday, the strikers in 
Birmingham munition works returned 
to their places of empioyment this 
morning. Although their hostility to the 
embargo upon skilled labor is unabated, 
the promise of an inquiry into the situ- 
ation has reconciled the-strikers to the 
inevitable. Some of them had a hostile 
reception from the men and women who 
had remained at work. 

It is expected that the action taken by 
the workers in Coventry and Birming- 
ham will have a soothing effect in other 
districts where the men have been 
threatening to lay down their tools. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, Minister 
of Munitions, ‘announced tonight that 
work having been resumed in the mu- 
nitions factories in Birmingham and 
Coventry, ‘he intends to appoint imme- 
diately a committee to investigate the

BRITISH LABOR PATRIOTIC. 


Millions of Workers Backed the 
Government Against Strikers. 


By FRANK DILNOT. 

The threatened stoppage of labor by 
large groups of munition workers in 
Britain may, in spite of the collapse of 
the movement, leave a feeling ¢«f un- 
easiness.among those who do not know 
the moods and currents of feeling and 
inter-acting influences’ in thé labor 
movement in England. There need be 
no Jneasiness. The workmen of Britain 
are sound as a bell. From them perhaps 
more than from any other section of 
the population there would spring ruin 
for any government or any set of Cabi- 
net Ministers who showed weakness in 
the final settlement with Germany. The 
recent agitation has to be focussed 
among its surroundings for any kind of 
accurate judgment about it. 

A hundred thousand—if there were as 
many as that. whick i doubt—seems a 
large number, but it is a very small 
proportion of the millions now engaged 
in war hegre in the country. It is, more; 
over, a number . compa with 


.)} the 4,000,000 trade unionists who are the 
‘| body and backbone’ of the labor move- 


True, if this hundred . thousand, 
relatively small in number, were drawn 
from what one may call the solid body 
of the trade unionists, their defection 
would be a disturbing symptom. 1 do 
not think they represent anything like 
their actual numbers in the soc labor 


movement. A 
Duri the war a great many men’ 
have learned the work of munition 


making, and possibly they have joined 
unions, and tney are pretty certain to 
inciude a sprinkiing of those Socialists 
who while not pro-German were de- 
cidedly pacifist. ‘These latter would 
certainly not minimize grievances 
against the Government or against em- 
Ppioyers, if those grievances existed. 
‘here would, however, certainly be 
many among the recalcitrants who are 
long established trade unionists, and it 

be asked how does one account for 
their attitude. One has to have a knowl- 
edge of the British workman’s psychol- 
ogy to anawer that, indeed to find the 
explanation of the whole of the recent 
trouble. robably it was no one fac- 
tor that: wag responsible. 

A couple of years ago Mr. Weir, (as he 
then wae;,) the long-headed Scotsman 
in charge or munitions north of the 
Tweea, talking to me in Glasgow during 
a ~ebellious mood among some of the 
Clyde workers, said. a thing that is 
illustrative of the British workingman 
in general: 

‘** They will not rebel if you conscript 
them to fight and to give their lives, 
but there is troubie at once if you try to 
force them by law to work a certain 
number of hours or for a certain pay.” 

That trouble, as all the world knows, 
has been. met by the overwhelming 
patriotic response of labor as'a whole 
to the country’s needs. They are and 
have for years been working all the 
hours required for what money is forth- 
coming—men and women alike. 

I attribute the recent trouble to two 
causes reacting on each other: 

1. Tactlessness by authorities or em- 
ployers in the way certain necessary de- 
mands were made. 

2. Pacifist sentiment in small circles 
which took‘advantage of the situation. 

But it is in a survey of the whole sit- 
uation that onlookers may find not un- 
easiness, but sure and certain encour- 
agement. The men are going back to 
work under the Government assertion 
that they will otherwise promptly find 
themselves in the army. The signif- 
icance of their return is not so much in 
their individual compliance but in the? 
fact that they go back because the coun- 
try as a whole, including the millions of 
the labor movement, indorsed the Gov- 
ernment’s strong assertion. I dare say 
@ patriotic word or two- to those who 
were simply sore had effect, but taken 
as a body they returned because the 
working people, t is the overwhelm- 
ing mass of théir fellow-countrymen, 
would stand no nonsense from them. 

The labor movement of Britain in- 
tends this war to be ended properly and 
thorou oT. It intends that, whatever 
i may find with the Government 
from time to time, there is, one may 
be sure, not a responsible leader who is 
not heart and soul in accord with Pres- 
ident Wilson’s aims. British labor was 
and is anti-militarist. For that ver 
reason it will not falter or grow we 
to the very end. 

Of course there are pacifist eddies 
here and there, I can best illustrate the 
relative strength of them by saying they 
were comprised within the Socialist

QUEST. ION ROSENFELD 
IN CHICAGO GEM CASE 


Swann Hears That Part of the 
$256,000 Worth of Jewels 
Were Disposed of Here. 


District Attorney Swann and the), 
Prosecuting Attorney of Chicago, Mc- 
Lean Hoyne, began an investigation yes- 
terday of persons said to be involved in 
disposing of jewels here that were part 
of the proceeds of the $256,000 robbery 
in the Rose-Heller Building in Chicago 
last January. Mr. Hoyne told the Dis- 
trict Attorney that one of four .men ar- 
rested for the robbery in Chicago, James 
Driscoll, known also as ‘‘ English Jim-. 
my,’’ ina confession gave the names of 
a number of persons here who, he de- 
clared, were concarnel in Cinposing of 
the gems. 

Among others mentioned in the case 
was Sigmund or “ Bensey ’’ Rosenfeld. 
According to the Chicago’ prosecutor, 
Driscoll confessed that he had come to 
New York in March with a part of the 
stolen jewelry and had met Rosenfeld in 
a Lexington Avenue café, and had of- 
fered to sell him a pearl necklace for 
$25,000. Rosenfeld, however, had doubt- 
ed the value of the gems, and had in- 
sisted on an examination by John 
Schepps, said to be an expert on pearls, 
and who is a brother of Sam Schepps, a 
witness in the Rosenthal murder case. 
After Schepps had appraised the pearl 
necklace, the Chicago prisoner, it was 
asserted, said Rosenfeld had taken him 
to a bark and had paid-for the neck- 
lace. 

The District Attorney summoned shaee 
enfeld and questioned him about this 
part of Driscoll’s statement. Rosenfeld 
denied purchasing the necklace. He de- 
clared he had never seen Driscoll and 
never had a bank account. Schepps and 
others will be questioned today. Will- 
iam Simon, a Sixth Avenue jeweler, 
who was arrested and held on $30,000 
bail in the Tombs Court last week on 
a short affidavit based on information 
from J. Scott Anderson, an insurance 
broker, that he had purchased a neck- 
lace for $14,000 “from Simon. was dis- 
charged by the Magistrate yesterday. 
Simon was rearrested on three indict- 
ments returned. by the Grand Jury 
charging receiving stolen goods and 
grand larceny. 

When Simon was arraigned in Gen- 
eral Sessions his attorney, Isidore 


Scherer, succeeded in having bail re- 
duced to $20,000, pending examination 
today, on the ground that his client had 
a wife and five children and was a re- 
sponsible business man. Mr. Scherer 
said his client denied absolutely the 
purchase or receipt of any part of the 
stolen gems and jewelry. 











Western Union Pleads Not Guilty. 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany appeared, through its counsel, 
Francis R. Stark, before Judge Hand in 
the Federal District Court yesterday 
and entered a plea of not guilty to the 
indictments found against it last Friday 
by the Federal Grand Jury. The indict- 
ments charged violation of Sections 181 
and 183 of t United States Criminal 
Code, which forbid the establishment of 
private express service and transmis- 
sion of mail in competition with the 
United States Government.

BIG DEMAND FOR MECHANICS 





Departmen: of Labor Makes Survey 
on Conditions Throughout 
the Country. 





Special to The New York Times. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—The Depart- 
ment of Labor issued tonight a sum- 
mary of labor conditions throughout the 
United States based on reports received 
for the week ending July 20, showing 
that the greatest need for farm laborers 
is in the Atlantic Coast States, that 


there is a demand for builders in New positi 


England, a demand for mechanics in 
New York and New England; that ma- 
chinists are needed throughout the East 
and on the Pacific Coast and that wo- 
men are leaving domestic, hotel, and 
factory service throughout the country 
to seek clerical positions. 

“In New England.”’ says the sum- 


mary, ‘‘ along the coast tnere is some 
demand for builders, but in the inland 
towns .there is little activity. At New 
York and Philadelpuia building is going 
on, but the supply of builders at New 
York is sufficient and Philadelphia has 
a few carpenters to spare. In the rest 
of Pennsylvania, in Buffalo, and in the 
industrial region of northeastern Ohio, 
carpenters are in great demand. 
ward—as far as lowa—the demand for 
builders is rather weak. 

‘“* At Wilmington, Del.; at Norfolk, 
and from South Carolina’ west to Ala- 
bsma, and Nashville, Tenn., carpenter, 
are in great demand. Norfolk is at- 
tracting men from eastern North Caro- 
lina, Alabama, and Florida; and Nash- 
ville, Tenn., from the entire Se ta 
At Kansas "City and Omaha building is 
quite active, 

‘‘In the industrial centres of New 
England and New York mechanics ere 
much in demand. In Chicago an 
Southwestern Wisconsin the suppl 
inadequate. At St. Louis there is a 
sufficient number of men, but at At- 
lanta, Ga., and Seattle, the supply is 
inadequate. At no P tire is there a con- 
— le surplus of first-class mechan- 
cs 

‘* Automobile wolkine, and electrical 
workers are by no means so scarce. 
There are electrical workers in the West 
and Southwest available for work else- 
where, boa only scattered towns, such 
as Rock Ill., and Muskegon, Mich. 
calling for such men. Automobile work- 
ers are wanted at Seattle, but there is 
a surplus of them in Missouri, at Wheel- 
ing, Va., and at other points. 

“Munition workers are needly badly 
at Wilmington, Del., and in Northeast- 
ern Ohio. There is a supply available at 
Knoxville, Tenn., and at Orange and 
San Antonio, Texas. There is also a 
certain number at Boston, though muni- 
tion workers are oh demand as close by 
as Springfield, 

# Machinists are e needed throughout 
the East and on the Pacific oast. 
There is a general shortage of boiler- 
makers;-only such States as Uklahoma 
and Arizona report a surplus. Tool- 
makers, lathe hands, blacksmiths, and 
iron workers are wanted throughout 
New England and Pennsylvania, and 
along the Great Lakes. Philadelphia, 
Wilmington, Baltimore and Norfolk still 
need men badly, as do the towns on the 
North Pacific Coast. At Portland, Ore.,

At a conference yesterday in the of- 
fices of the Public Service Commission 
a partial program was adopted for. cele- 
brating on Thursday evening the be-» 
ginning of through service on the Sev- 
enth and Lexington Avenue subways. 
During the talk Frank Hedley, General 
Manager of the -Interborough Rapid 
‘Transit Company, which will operate the 
lines, announced that his company would 
not feel disposed to begin this very im- 
portant service unless the Board of Esti- 
mate had-in the meantime approved. the 
agreement forwarded to it by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission providing for the 
beginning of the pooling system on 
Aug. 1., 

Ordinarily, the. board. meets only on 
Fridays, but at its last meeting it. ad- 
Journed ‘subject to call, so that the de- 
sired approval may -be obtained tomor- 
row or Thursday. Under the dual con- 
tracts, the pooling plan was not to. be- 
gin until the tunnel under the Hast 
River connecting the Interborough lines 
in this borough and in Brooklyn was 
completed, which will probably hot be 
until next March. Now the company 
receives. a preferential of $6,350,000 a 
year, but for some reason not disclosed 
it prefers to begin at once a division of 
the profits, instead of waiting for eight 
or nine months. 

But the making of the program for 
the celebration went on without regard 
to Mr. Hedley’s statement. it was de- 
cided to, have the festivities cluster about 
Times.

CHICAGO, July 29,—Closing the ma- 
jor league schedules about Aug. 20 and 
staging the world’s series: immediately 


thereafter is the plan now favored by 
President B. B. Johnson of the Amer- 
ican League, to co my with Secretary 
Baker’s work-or-fight order. 

President Johnson tonight sent a. bul- 
letin to the American Langue club own- 
ers, paling their approval of the plan, 
which, s understood, is also under 
consideration by the National League. 

Closing the season Aug. 20 would 
leave eleven days in which to play the 
world’s series and still obey Secretary 
Baker’s order to disband Sept. There 
has been talk of continuing: to Sept. 1, 
or even the day following, which is 
Labor Day, a legal holiday, but the 
American League executive jis strongly 
opposed to this.

exhibition of the United States Govern- 
ment’s second feature film of the war, 
presented by the Division of Films of the 
Committee on Public Information. The 
purpose of the motion picture is to set 
before Americans here what Americans 
over there are doing and to bring the 
war as a living, familiar fact home to 
those who are fighting it on this side 
of the Atlantic, so that they may more 
actively realize their part in it. 

For accomplishing this purpose 
‘“* America’s Answer ’’ is competent. It 
accomplished it last night with those 


who went to the Cohan Theatre. Not a R 


man and not a woman in the crowd that 
filled the seats failed to feel the pull of 
the war, the urging of its influence, 
the sense of participation in it. It was 
not only that the music, tableau, and 
almost every ‘scene-of the film brought 
forth cheers, but that the war seemed 
actually to come close in its full mean- 
ing for everyday life and to explain it- 
self in many of the practical details 
that are needed for the stimulation of 
those’ who buy bonds and save food 
and spend their energies in a thousand 
occupations imperatively. essential. 

This success of ‘*‘ America’s Answer’ 
is - due 
First, of course. there is the film itself, | 
with its vivid pictures of Americans at 
their war work in. France. And the 
titles of the film, written by Kenneth 
Cc. Beaton, support the pictures: from 
beginning to end.

FUTILITIES OF CONTEMPORARY 
SCIENCE. 

In the general impulse to creative 
activity and scientific progress which 
has resulted from the war the neu- 
tral nations have not been exempt, 
and being free from war’s worst bur- 
dens they might be expected to con- 
tribute something notable to the 
progress of the race. How painful, 
then, it is to read that a distinguished 
Scandinavian, Dr. HINDHEDE, has 
established the fact that man can get 
fat without eating fats! Those mis- 
guided individuals who want to know 
how to get fat are few, and material 
for the gratification of their strange 
desire is ready to the hand of most 
of them. That men could continue to 
live, work, think, and. maintain at 
least a minimum of health with very 
little fat in their diet was already 
established, for in vast regions of 
half-fed Europe they have been doing 
that for months and years past; no 
Scandinavian researches were needed 
to establish that. 

If Dr. HINDHEDE and his colleagues 
among neutral scientists wish to de- 
vise something that will bring real 
solace to the world after the war is 
over, let them devise some diet on 
which anybody can get thin. The 
mere verification of suspicion that 
whatever you eat or do not eat you 
will still have to let out your belt, 
may prevent some needlessly painful 
dietetic penances, but ft does nothing 
to alleviate the agonies of the adipose.

THE FISCAL YEAR’S TRADE. 

Considering the embargoes upon 
trade, it is not surprising that the 
fiscal year which ended with June 
shows a decrease in the aggregate of 
our exports and imports from $8,949,- 
000,000 in 1917 to $8,874,000,000 in 
1918, EXven the smaller total shows a 
world’s record above any other coun- 
try. The change in trade is greater 
than the total indicates. Imports in- 
creased $287,000,000, to $2,946,000,- 
000, and exports decreased $362,000,- 
000, to $5,928,000,000. A credit bal- 
ance of nearly three billions on mer- 
chandise movement is too great to en- 
dure. The world could not send us 
either goods or gold or securities to 
balance the account permanently. We 
probably shall have a normal credit 
balance after the war, succeeding to 
England’s leadership in that respect. 
As we are a larger population, it may 
be that we can rely upon a billion ex- 
cess of exports. So great and sudden 
have been the changes of this war 
that in its brief span we have left our 
era of exclusiveness further behind 
us than otherwise we could have done 
in a generation, or even two, 

There is little in this great accom- 
plishment to make us boastful. Our 
record of foreign trade at its largest 
loses impressiveness when calculated 
in proportion to our wealth or our 
population. Moreover, the reason of 
our excess of exports counsels us to 
modesty. Not the excellence nor 
cheapness of our goods, nor our sales- 
manship, explains it. England’s ne- 
cessity and our loyalty to our ally are 
the explanation. Our export increases 
have been mostly war goods, and 
foodstuffs which England could not 
supply for herself because she has put 
fourfold more defenders of democracy 
into the trenches than we have done 
as yet. Small and beleaguered as 
England is, she nevertheless imported 
in excess of five billion dollars’ worth 
of goods in the fiscal year ended with 
June a year ago, and for the half year 
ended with June of this year has im- 
ported at a rate exceeding that, and 
exceeding also our exports. It is a 
marvel that England has balanced the 
account, last year with gold and this 
year with credit. Even that is a small 
accomplishment compared with the 
fact that England’s exports have act- 





are far above prong “For our ‘fiscal | 
year ended with June in 1917 Eng- 
land’s exports. increased nearly $100,- 

000,000 over 1916, and this calendar 
year also the record is above 1916 for 
the half which has elapsed. Marvel- 
ous as were Gérmany’s preparations 
for conquering world commerce, they 
shrink when compared with the gi- 
gahtic efforts of England to fight with 
one hand and to manufacture and. ex- 
port with the other, under the dis- 
couragement of war weariness. The 
true supermen are not the Germans, 
but the “frivolous” French and the 
“decadent” British—as none -know 


better than the Germans now. We 


may rightly be proud of our Anglo- 
Saxon stock, but the present time is 
not favorable for boasts about the 
magnitude of our trade. 

In one respect only may we indulge 
ourselves in self-virtue. So far as we 
have stinted ourselves that our allies 
might be better fed we can boast of 
our exports of eatables to them. The 
Food Administration informed us yes- 
terday that our voluntary. limitation 
of consumption of wheat has released 
for the benefit of our friends 200,000,- 
000 pounds. of wheat, 150,000,000 
pounds of meat, and _ 650,000,000 
pounds of sugar. That is for the pe- 
riod from October, 1917, to the end of 
this month. Speaking in London, Mr. 
Hoover declared that the food crisis 
was passed, and that we may relax 
our economies. Therefore it is per- 
missible to boast that our year’s ex- 
ports of breadstuffs passed every rec- 
ord. No country ever before exported 
$633,309,485 worth of breadstuffs, 
and it is only a few years ago that we 
were told that we were in a poor way 
of feeding ourselves. This great total 
of export of foodstuffs was made up 
in a manner worth notice. The in- 
crease of flour in barrels was ten 
million, and in dollars from $93,198,- 
474 to $244,861,140. There was a de- 
crease of 20,000,000 bushels of corn, 
and 115,000,000 bushels of wheat. So 
far as these quantities are in dollars, 
they are subject to discount on ac- 
count of the difference of prices. This 
appears strongly in the exports of 
cotton. They decreased from 5,947,- 
165 bales to 4,528,844, but increased 
in value from $543,100,542 to $588,- 
983,454. The total of agricultural ex- 
ports, including meat and dairy prod- 
ucts, rose from $1,719,616,415 to 
$2,294,470,947, an increase of a bill- 
ion dollars over 1916. 

We have no cause to be ashamed of 
our record as fighters, but as feeders 
and clothers of the defenders of de- 
mocracy we may claim primacy with- 
out fear of offense or denial. It is 
possible that by some miracle of brav- 
ery our allies might have beaten the 
Huns in the trenches, but they could 
not have done so if we had not fed 


them, and deprived ourselves to some: 


extent that we might do so. But here 
again there is cause for modesty, Has 


not Mr.’ Hoover told us that the sole / 


cause of ‘scarcity for the world was 
the increase of our consumption over 
our own pre-war standards, and that 
if we only ate what used: to satisfy us 
there would be cheapness and plenty? 
We eat too much sugar and meat, de- 
spite what we have done in the way of 
discouragement of that form of first 
aid to the doctors and undertakers. 
Proud as we may be of our self-denial, 
it remains true that we might easily 
have spared a few hundred millions 
more of agricultural products.

TWO IN A TOWER.

“'The Burial of Sir John Moore.”

THE MOONEY CASE. 

Mr. Frank P. WatsuH of Industrial 
and. not wholly 
unknown in this community, is now 
Chairman of the National War Labor 
Board. He was one of the speakers 
at a mass meeting held in Chicago 
Sunday to protest against the sen- 
tence of death pronounced upon 
THomas J. Mooney, found guilty of 
being concerned in the throwing of 
bombs upon the occasion of the pre- 
paredness parade in San Francisco on 
July 22, 1916. From the press report 
of the proceedings of this Chicago 
meeting, we make this extract: 

Mr. WatsH, while predicting that the 
reprieve granted Moonsy Friday: by 
Governor SrzpHens of California would 
result in a pardon; demanded that the 
President send troops into California 
to free the prisoner in the event that 
the Governor does not pardon him. 

In the present state of our armed 
land forces, we have no doubt that 

the President could send to California 
troops enough to make certain the re- 
lease of Moonny. But if he were to 
refer to the law adviser of the Fed- 
eral Government the question wheth- 
er he had the power to send troops 
into a State for such purpose, we are 
confident that Attorney General 
GREGORY would have infinite difficul- 
ty to find any provision in the Con- 
stitution authorizing such an inter- 
ference with the processes of justice 
in a State. 

At a mass meeting of the sym- 
pathizers with Moongy held in Wash- 
ington on the same day one of the 
speakers made this declaration: ‘I 
“do not believe there is any living 
“man in California who believes 
“Moonwy had anything to do with 
“the explosion of that bomb.” Twelve 
‘men. impaneled as: a jury found 
MooneY. guilty, and Senator PHELAN 
of California, speaking in the Senate 
on July 23, spid in reply to the charge 
that the trial was irregular: “ This 
“is not true. There was nothing ir- 
“regular in the court processes. He 
“had a fair trial. I belieye Moonzy 
“and his associates were victims of 
“their own cupidity and that they 
“were bribed by German money to 
“perpetrate this crime.” The San 
Francisco Argonaut of June 16 de- 
clares that “there has never been in 
“any honest mind a question as to 
“ Moonby’s guilt,” and, furthermore, 
“no unprejudiced man in California 
“has or has had any doubts as to 
“‘the justice of Moonry’s conviction.” 
Also, The Los Angeles Times, San 
Francisco Chronicle, and The Sacra- 
mento Bee approve the verdict of the 
jury. Evidently, there are living men 
in California who believe that Moonrr 
had something to to with the explo- 
sion of that bomb. 

A meeting was held at Carnegie 
Hall in this city on Sunday to de- 
mand a new trial for Moonnr. Mr. 
DuDLEY FIELD MALONE was one of 
the speakers. He insisted that the 
“denial of speedy justice’ in the case 
of Mooney and similar perversions of 
justice “are striking more ghastly 
“blows at our men fighting and dy- 
“ing in France than Germany with 
“all her power can inflict.” He is 
also reported to have said that the 
two things which would make for 
useful reconstruction after the war 
were “the program of the Russian 
“ revolution and the economic, social, 
“and political program of the British 
“Labor Party.” What the program 
of the Russian revolution means to 
Russia and to civilization is well un- 
derstood in this country. The British 
Labor Party not a great while ago, 
if we may accept Mr. ARTHUR HEN- 
DERSON as its representative spokes- 
man, demanded proletariat rule in the 
British islands, a program not easily 
distinguishable from that of the: Bol- 
sheviki in Russia. It will be remem- 
bered that one of the earliest dem- 
onstrations in behalf of Moongry took 
place in Petrograd, where threats of 
violence against our Ambassador were 
made if MoonrY were not pardoned.

great danger of being injured by the 
excessive zeal and unwise speech of 
some of thosé who are active in his 
behalf? The outeries:. of anarchists 
and I. W, W, agitators.and Bolshe- 
vists and all sorts of irresponsible 
radicals against the sentence of 
Moonpny, it may fairly be pointed out, 
are ill-adapted to the end these per- 
sons seek to attain, ~* 

There are two sides to the Mooney 
case. Somebody did cause the ex- 
plosion while the preparedness parade 
was making its progress through the 
streets of San Francisco two years 
ago. Six persons were killed outright, 
some forty more were wounded, of 
whom three or four subsequently died. 
BILLINGs, one of the four persons ar- 
rested with Moony, was convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisonment, 
MoonryY was convicted and sentenced 
to death, he was to have been exe- 
cuted on Aug. 23, but has been re- 
prieved by the Governor of his State 
until Dec. 13. Nine persons, pos- 
sibly ten, were murdered by the act 
of the criminals who caused the ex- 
plosion. Do we hear any demands in 
these many mass meetings for the 
detection and punishment of those 
criminals? Apparently there are no 
sympathizers with the dead, with 
their living friends who mourn their 
deaths, or with the interests of jus- 
tice, which demand pynishment for 
the crime. Moonzy’s defenders insist 
that he is innocent. That statement 
is against evidence. The most that 
can be fairly said is, because of ir- 
regularities charged to have occurred 
at the trial, that, in the words of 
presiding Judge Grirrin, “ right and 
“ justice demand that a new trial of 
“ Mooney should be had in order that 
“no possible mistake should be made 
“in a case where a human life is at 
“stake.” The principal charge of 
irregularity is that OxmaANn, one of the 
witnesses against Moonzr, attempted 
to suborn perjury in corroboration of 
his testimony. But the President’s 
Federal Commission, appointed to in- 
quire into the fairness of the trial, 
reported that “it is true that OxXMAN 
“was tried for attempting suborna- 
“tion of perjury and was acquitted.” 
Law officers of the State of California 
and others concerned in the prosé- 
cution have been subjected to tor- 


rents of abuse. The Federal Com- 


mission, of which Secretary of Labor 
Wiuson was the head, reported that 
“ Moonny was regarded as a labor 
“agitator of malevolence by the 
“public utilities of San Francisco,” 
and that “they undoubtedly sought 
‘to get’” him. On the evidence pre- 
sented, and particularly on the onin- 
ion of Judge GRIFFIN, @ case may 
have been made out for a new trial. 
The Supreme Court of California on 
July 22. affirmed its preliminary 
order denying « new trish to: Moonzr. 
If we are’ to‘accept as true’the state- 
ments of some of his defenders, we 
must assume that the Executive and 
courts of California are parties to a 
conspiracy ‘with the corporations to 
deny justice to the prisoner. That 
assumption will not be made save 
by those who are resolved that 
Moonty should be set free whether 
guilty or not. The agitation in be- 
half of Moonry has taken the form of 
an attempt to override the courts 
and the laws and the Governor of 
the State of California. There is a 
very great probability that if a new 
trial were now granted it would be 
found impossible to impanel an un- 
prejudiced jury, and Moongr, though 
the evidence might remove all rea- 


sonable doubt of his guilt, would not 


be convicted. That result, apparent- 
ly, would satisfy those who are 
clamoring for his release. It would 
not satisfy the demands of justice, 
which would leave a monstrous crime 
unpunished. And that crime, it 
would be well to remember, was per- 
petrated against persons who were 
demonstrating their patriotism by a 
parade in support of the demand that 
this country should make adequate 
preparation for defense against its 
enemies.

This is a terrible ac- 
cusation, of course, and vehement de- 
nials of its truth can confidently be ex- 
pected to come from many quarters.

maids, too, would be different—would 
show the qualities they are said by their 
innumerable critics lamentably to lack.

The only dif- 
ference is that in the one case prisoners 
get the blame and in the other desert- 
ers, but the difference is without much 
of a distinction, for the prisoner who 
reveals the secrets of his own side to 
the. enemy is also a deserter and little 
if any better than a traitor. The chances 
are that both General Focu and General 
Diaz will get valuable information from 
both of the classes accused. That, how- 
ever, is a military commonplace, and 
the value of information so acquired is 
never known until after it has been 
tested in battle. Nothing could be much 
more nearly certain than that neither the 
French nor the Italian commander based 
his plan of campaign on a foundation 
of such dubious and problematical 
soundness as disclosures made by the 
only sort: of soldiers that would make 

any at all. 

Betrayal is always a convenient expla- 
nation of failure, but in war it is rarely 
a true one an@ still more rarely is it 
anything like the whole explanation. 
Really good Generals scorn to offer it, 
for it is a confession of incompetence 
in guarding against a danger which is 
as much a part of war as is its other 
perils.

CHANCE TO BE CITIZENS. 


Certain Germans and Austrians Are 
Favored by Amendment. 


County Clerk Schneider called atten- 
tion yesterday to the fact that under 
the amendment to the naturalization 
law which became effective May 9, 1918, 
natives of Germany and Austria who 
deciared their intention of becoming 
citizens prior to April 5 and Dec. 6, 
1917 respectively are not classed as 
enemy aliens so far’ as naturalization is 
concerned, and that they may procure 
their. second papers and later become 
citizens. within: practically the same 
period as natives of other foreign coun- 
tries. Mr. Schneider explained the only 
additional delay is caused by a require- 
ment that a list of all these applicants 
shall first be sent to the Department of 
Justice for purposes of investigation, 
which will extend the usual propationary 
period from. ninety days to about four 
months. First rs may also be pro- 
cured now and, after two years, second 
papers may be issued, subject to favor- 
able reports after investigation. 

Prior to the amendment the applica- 
tion of a native of an enemy country 
for citizenship could not be heard until 
after the expiration of the war. In- 
correct information concerning the law 
having been given to the public Mr. 
Schneider thinks that several thousands 
of Germans and Austrians, eligible for 
citizenship and anxious to become citi- 
zens are impatiently awalting the close 
of hostilities in order that they may be- 
come naturalized.

Fe mills are not 
willing to se ool pring buaimess, due 
to the uncertainty be so, what prices 
they will have to yarns, both 
cotton and silk. T ere: ave practically 
no mills in the country Which have any- 
thing further to offer in the way of 
Fall merchandise, and, though jobbers 
are fairly well supplied just now, it is 
not expected that these stocks will be 
sufficient to last out the season. Silk 
hose for women, in lines to retail for 
from $1 to $1.25, are in greater demand, 
it is said, than anything else, and seem 
to be the hardest to obtain.
